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Legal for Trade Commercial Scales

Direct sale scales, those where both the buyer and seller are present, need to be “Legal for

Trade”. Direct sale scales must be placed where the weighing operation and weight indicator are visible to
the consumer. Legal for Trade scales manufactured after 2003 will have a nomenclature plate with
appropriate marking.

Marking Requirements
Nomenclature plates need to contain the following information:

e Make of Scale

e Roman Numeral I (deli, farmer’s market) Example Nomenclature Plate

NTEP Approved scales are recommended (manufacturers are issued a Certificate of Conformance). These
will have a CC number on the plate. The number may be prefaced by terms such as: “NTEP CC”, “CC”,
and “Approval”.

Other Requirements

Scales must also be suitable for the service in which it is to be used with respect to elements of design:
minimum and maximum capacities, number of scale divisions, value of the scale division, and computing
capability if a price computing scale.

Purchasing Scales Online

It is important to check and make certain that scales purchased online are Legal for Trade. Scales that are
Legal for Trade will state so in the information and specifications. Scale bought over the internet must be
placed into service by a registered service person, or weights & measures inspector.

Used Scales

Used scales may be purchased as long as they meet all requirements of being legal for trade as of the date
of their manufacture. Older scales may be exempt from some of the current marking requirements. Used
scales that have been out of service for a period should also be placed into service by a registered service
person, or weights & measures inspector.
